College Station, Texas, March 
I.—The greatest era of progres­ 
sion in the history of tho Agri­ 
cultural and Mechanical Cobege 
of Texas is revealed lr the an­ 
nual report of the session begin­ 
ning on September 
I, 
1920, 
which has been 
prepared 
by 
President W. B. Bizzell for pub­ 
lication in bulletin form. 
The 
net enrollment for the twelve­ 
month period was 2580 students, 
an increase of 941 over the pre­ 
ceding year. 
Of this number 
1977 were enrolled in the sum­ 
mer school and 1848 in the reg­ 
ular nine months’ session. The 
greatest enrollment for a single 
course was for 
the 
farmers’ 
short course given in the sum­ 
mer session. 
From an attend­ 
ance of 489 in 1920 it Increased 
to 1251 in 1921. The college di­ 
vision of the summer school In­ 
creased from 97 to 322 over the 
preceding summer. 
While the 
sumer school enrollment 
was 
largely responsible for this in­ 
crease it was nevertheless indi­ 
cated that the enrollment is be­ 
coming better adjusted over the 
full 12 months of the 
school 
year and that a more efficient 
use of the physical plant of the 
college is being secured. 
An­ 
other revelation of the 
enroll­ 
ment figures is the Extended In­ 
fluence not only in the State, 
but nationally and internation­ 
ally. 
The representation of 20 
other States in 1919-20, with 108 
students, was increased to 31 
States, with an enrollment of 
129 students, 
in 
1920-21. 
In 
1919-20 five foreign countries 
were represented in the college 
by 16 students, while during the 
past year IO foreign countries 
were represented by 19 students 
The geographic distribution 
of 
students shows that, while the 
total number of ct unties in the 
State that are represented by IO 
or more students remains 
the 
same as the previous year, yet 
the actual number of students 
from a number of these counties 
has increased and the total num­ 
ber of counties with students 
enrolled in the college has also 
increased. 
The 
number 
of 
teachers has increased from 133 
to 159, and the military staff in 
creased from nine to 13 officers. 
Growth in 
the physical plant 
w’as reflected in the beginning 
of an agricultural building to 
cost $250,000 and a mechanical 
engineering laboratory building 
to cost $150,000. 
Both figures 
are exclusive of equipment and 
a number 
of 
minor improve­ 
ments, including the erection of 
a 150,OOO-gallon 
steam 
water 
tower at a cost of 
$17,288.60, 
the boring of a new water well 
at a cost of $7143, an addition to 
the College laundry at a cost 
of $10,168, laying of sidewalks

Dallas, Texas, March I.—Temperatures throughout Texas 
varied from two degrees above zero at Amarillo to 40 degrees 
ibove at Galveston today, according to reports received by the 
ocal United States Weather Bureau. Killing frosts were report- 
xl as far south as San Antonio. No reports were available on the 
he effect of the cold on vegetables and the early crops. Abilene 
-eported the temperature at 12 degress above, the coldest in 
March since the Weather Bureau opened there in 1885.

snowing at Abilene today. At Dallas the thermometer stood at 20 
legrees above at 7 o’clock. Much suffering Is reported by charity 
workers and many calls for food, clothing and fuel have been re­ 
ceived. Forecasts for today were 12 to 13 degrees in the north- 
3rn part of the state to 18 to 30 farther south, with probably 24 
'n some parts of the coast. Possibly a slight freeze in the lower 
Rio Grande Valley. Thursday is expected to be fair and not so 
cold. 
The temperature was standing at 29.5 at Houston today, 
the coldest March in 30 years. 
Stock raisers of West Texas and 
the Panhandle are threatened with heavy losses unless the weath- 
»r moderates immediately. Grazing lands and water tanks were 
rozen over and cattle were deprived of nourishment.

TEXAS LEGISLATURE ■ 
NAS VOTING MACHINE! 
FUUY INSTALLED 


(By Associated Press) 
Austin, Texas, March I.—When the 
Texas legislature next 
convenes 
the capitol here, the votes 
in 
the 
House of Representative® 
will 
counted so quickly that a considerable 
saving in time and expense will re­ 
sult, in the belief of the legislative 
committee which recently tested the 
new automatic voting machine in the 
House. Economy, through the saving 
of time, was the principal reason for 
installing the machine, according to 
Representative C. E. Dinkle, of Hunt 
county, chairman of the committee. 
Heretofore, it has taken 
about 
20 
minutes to take and count the votes 
in a roll call. 
The saving in time 
will amount to from five to ten min 
utes or more on each. 
Each day of 
the legislative session costa the state 
of Texas about $2,195, it has been 
estimated. 
During the last regular 
session of the Legislature, 60 hours 
time could have been saved with the 
machine, it was estimated, being the 
equivalent of IO days. 
The monetay 
saving would have been about $21,950 
for the session at this rate. 
The 
voting machine was ordered installed 
in a resolution passed at the second 
called session of the thirty-seventh 
legislature last summer. 
The instal­ 
lation has been progressing for sev­ 
eral months, ending with the final 
test of the machine last week. 
Votes are cast by the members 
turning a key on their do?k. One turn 
of the key to the left registers a “yes” 
vote, two turns a “no” and throe 
turns, ‘present, not voting.” 
Each 
turn of the key flashes a light on a 
large 
board above 
the 
speaker’s 
stand. 
On this board is the name 
of each member. 
If a “yes" vote 
is cast by a member, a red light 
flashes opposite his name on 
the 
board; if a “no” vote, a blue light 
and a white light for the “present, 
not voting signal.” At the same time 
the letter “Y’ or “N,’ whichever the 
vote is, appears opposite the name 
of the legislator casting the vote. 
The rear of the board is an exact 
duplicate of the front. When the vote 
has been closed a photostat machine 
makes a photograph of the board, 
which is sent through a tube to the 
speaker’s stand to become the record 
of the vote. The whole process from 
the beginning of the voting to the 
delivery of the photograph is complet­ 
ed im slightly more than five min- 
utei, whereas the usual time for a 
roll call is 15 minutes or more. Im­ 
mediately after the vote is closed the 
affirmative and negative votes are 
imd'cated on dials on the speaker’s 
desk and the desk of the clerk.

Representative Dinkle, H. F. Faubion, 
of Burnet county; John T. Smith, of 
Travis; Claude J. Teer, of William- 
•oa. 
Representative Lee J. Rountree, 
of Brazos county, the other member 
of the committee, was unable to be 
present on account of the illness of 
Mrs. Rountree in a hospital at Bryan.

Urges Careful Selection o f 
Cotton Seed for Planting 


College Station, Texas, Feb. 28.—Selection of the right var­ 
iety of cotton seed is as Important aa selejtlon 
of thoroughbred 
stock for breeding, according to Dr. Q. F. Freeman, chief of the 
division of cotton breeding of the Texas Experiment station, In 
announcing that the station would furnish cotton planters with 
a list of the proper varieties of seed for their section of the state. 
A good, well-bred variety Is just as much superior to the ordi­ 
nary stuff as a fine jersey cow is to an old scrub for making but­ 
ter, said Dr. Freeman. 
“A few years ago cotton was cotton, and 
just anything would do, but with the Improvement In spinning 
and weaving machinery, the manufacturers discriminate much 
more closely between the different kinds of cotton. 
For each 
grade of goods they want a special kind of cotton. 
Formerly we 
just heard of short staple and long staple cotton, m eaning 
the 
ordinary upland on the one hand and the Sea Island or Egyptian 
on the other. 
Today, however, the distinctions are much finer. 
There is a difference in the price of inch cotton and one and one- 
aixteenth inch cotton and that difference is increasing. 
“It is not necessary to grow a short-staple cotton to beat 
the boll weevil. 
Som e of our beat staple varieties are as easily 
and productive $s the short ones, and when price is considered, 
they bring much more value per acre. 
Let tho Experiment Sta­ 
tion test out the different varieties. 
The state pays for that. 
You play safe and get improved seed, bred in Texas if possible] 
so that you will know that they are adapted to Texas soil and 
climatic conditions. 
“The beet cotton for Texas is the cotton which has been 
tested in Texas and proven to yield to the farmer the m ost dol­ 
lars per acre. 
In parts of Texas where labor 
for 
picking is 
scarce and high priced, the size of the boll is im portant It takes 
no more time to pick a large boll than a small one. 
It requires 
GO per cent more labor to pick a pound of cotton from a variety 
having 80 bolls to tho pound than it does to pick a pound of one 
of the Texas big-boli varieties which m akes a pound from BO 
bolls. 
Get your planting seed early”.
